Tue President of the British 
Board of Agriculture says that 
Secretary Rusk’s new rules for the 
inspection of American cattle for 
export will not affect English reg- 
ulations governing admission. The 
gentleman seems to be prejudiced 
against American cattle, as he 
takes the word of one expert 
against two regarding the condi- 
tion of some cattle recently landed 
and decides that they were dis- 
eased. It is not to be expected 
that England, or any other coun- 
try, should repeal its rules regard- 
ing inspection because we have set 
up an inspection. Each country 
will take its own precautions, but’ 
facts should govern, not prejudice. 
In proportion to the amount of the 
business, there would seem to be 
more pleuro-pneumonia in Great 
Britain than in the United States, 
judging from newspaper reports. 
The practices of England and Ger- 
many are different in this matter. 
Germany has absolutely excluded 
American meats until recently, on 
faise pretenses, while England has 
admitted them under rigid regu- 
latious. Our claim is that her reg- 
ulations have been administered 
in a spirit of unfairness to our pro- 
ducts. Ourown Government in- 
spection should, in reason, »e ac- 
cepted as presumptive evidence of 
the good quality of animals whic!

a lay “Brotherhood of St. Paul,” to 


| work within the metropolitan diocese 
and be controlled by a warden, who 


will be under the jurisdiction of the 
bishop himself, says the London Tele- 
graph. There are to be a subwarden 
and a chaplain, while the. rest of the 
community are to be divided into broth- 
ers, probationers, and “‘serving broth- 
ers.” . The duty of the “brothers” will 
be to lead “a disciplined, devotional, 
common life, separated from secular 
pursuits, and wholly dedicated to 
the service of the church,” im 
connection with the parochial cler- 

. The warden will be appointed 
by the bishop, to whom alone he 
will be responsible ‘in all | things 
lawful.” He will preside at all meals 
and all meetings of the community and 
will take care that the discipline and or- 
der of the community are strictly ob- 
served. He will “encourage, advise, 
and, if necessary, admonish the broth- 
ers.” His decision will be final, unless 
a majority of the brothers bring the 
matter before the bishop. 

Otherwise they must individually and 
as a body follow strictly ‘‘the rules reg- 
ulating their studies, devotions, meals, 
habits, and conversation within the 
house.” They are bound to “say the 
daily prayer of the brotherhood on ris- 
ing and retiring to rest.””. They will be 
admitted as probationers for six months, 
and then as brothers, promising to re- 
main for one year, At the expiration 
of that year they may renew for an- 
other year, and at the end of the second 
year they may either bind themselves 
for five years, or indefinitely adopt the 
plan of annual renewal, The brothers 
will contribute to the expenses of the 
community in proportion to their 
means, the amount of contribution to 
be arranged by the warden, and not in 
any case to be made known to the 
other members of the. community; thus 
rich members and their poorer brethren 
will live in every respect on terms of 
equality. In summer they rise at six, 
have morning prayer at seven, break- 
fast at eight, and study and meditation 
froin ten to nearly twelve. At noon 
*.2re will be a service, and dinner will 
. served at one o’clock. Outside work 
will be discharged from two till five. 
‘‘Evensong” will take place at half past 
five, and supper at six, after which 
comes three hours of indoor work. 
iivery Wednesday there will be three 
hours and a half of ‘‘recreation” and 
one evening of the week will be 
allotted for receiving visits or going to 
see outside friends. 

It is curious that nothing is said in 
the rules of the néw community as to 
any peculiar dress. That will be the 
matter for, we suppose, the discretion 
of the warden, who will probably not 
insist on a’ tonsured head, a robe with 
hood and girdle and bare feet with 
sandals. These properties are too 
medieval to suit modern English ideas. 
The likelihood, however, is that these 
lay monks will wear something mark- 


which he did: in the. following 
manner: “Mr. President, I am 
pleased to weleome you to the 
great S.ate of Oregon.”

When the Governor finally got 
his second wind, so to speak, he 
did better and made ‘a cordial 
speech of welcome however.

By their action they 
have succeeded in _ displeasing 
every other section of the country 
aud made lots of enemies in the 
city of San Francisco,and made 
themselves obnoxious to thé Presi 
dent as well; but the President 
has visited the great State of Cali- 
fornia and taken his departure. 
and all is well that ends well, and 
the good people of California can 
now come down to the more stern 
realities of life and devote their 
time to grape culture and the fes- 
tive scale bug, while the city of 
San Fraucisco will continue to 
grow great off the proceeds of Ne- 
vada mines and money. So mote 
itbe Amen. 


SECRETARY BLAINE completely 
disposes of the allegation in the 
last letter of Marquis di Rudini 
that he had, in violation of the 
usual forms ot courtesy, made pub- 
lic a telegram communicated to 
him in strict confidence. Secretary 
Blaine points out that as it was a 
demand of the Italian government 
it could not have been communi- 
cated to him in strict confidence. 
He turther says that it was handed 
to him by Baron Fava without any 
suggestion or mark of privacy,and 
he nas sent a fac simile of it to 
Minister Porter at Rome. The 
Italian diplomatic incident, from 
the declaration of Fava that he had 
been recalled, when in fact he had 
only been permitted to return on 
leave, down to this last piece of 
disingenuousness, is evidently 
more histrionic than historical. 
Marquis di Rudini is playing to the 
home gallery.

ing them out from the common role of 
secular Englisnmen.

“TI, ——, in the faith and love of God, 
the Father, the Son and the Holy 
Ghost, desirous of dedicating and de- 
voting my life to the service of the 
church of Christ, without let or 
hindrance, do hereby solemnly promise 
that for the space of one year I will 
adopt as the rule of my daily life the 
rule of the Brotherhood of St. Paul, and 
lo hereby pledge myself to abstain 
from all worldly occupations, in ac- 
sordance with the said rule, and to yield 
obedience to the warden of the broth- 
erhood in all things lawful, so help me 
God.” 


MAKING CLAY PIPES. 


How and Where They Are Manufactured 
—An Interesting Process. 

Charles W. Maxwell of Strawbridge, 
Miss., in conversation with a St. Louis 
Star-Sayings reporter said: 

“It is popularly believed that all clay 
pipes are cither made in Europe or from 
clay brought from the other hemisphere, 
but such is not the case, as a very large 
share of the elay pipes made in America 
are from clay found at and near Wood- 
bridge, N. J. The clay comes by the 
carload and the first step toward pre 
paring it for molding is to sufficiently 
dampen it with water to make it plia- 
ble. This is done by placing it in a 


tank, where it soaks for about twenty- 


four hours. Itis then hammered with 
iron bars, thus ridding it of any lumps 
or dry chunks. Then the molding be- 
gins. The workman takes a lump of 
clay in each hand and by squeezing and 
rolling it molds the pieces into a rough 
stem about three times as large as the 
finished pipe stem, having a rough ball 
at its end. These rolls, as they are 
called, are piledon wooden trays, six- 
teen to each tray, after which they are 
dried, either by the sun or by artificial 
means, according to the weather. After 
having been dried, not to hardness but 
sufficieritly to dispose of all superfluous 
dampness, the rolls are ready to have 
the stem drilled and the bowl formed. 
To drill the stem the workman holds a 
small iron. rod the size of the stem holes, 
and with his left hand pulls the clay 
roll over the rod instead of shoving the 
rod through the stem, To do this the 
workman is guided-solely by the sense 
of touch in his finger tips, and that 
sense is so accurate that the hole is in- 
variably made correctly. The ball at 
the end of the roll is turned up, and 
then roll and rod are placed in an iron 
matrix which presses the pliable clay 
into the desired outside pattern. The 
‘matrix and its contents are placed ina 
hand press, and the workman, by pull- 
ing a lever, formsthe hole of the pipe 
bowl. The molded pipe, still soft and 
pliable, then passes to the Hands of the 
trimmer girls, who scrape off the super- 
fluous clay, making the joints of the 
matrix. -Then the pipes are placed in 
fire-proof clay sagger and the loaded
